To the citizens of Mount Vernon, 


In passing on this report for the year ending February 5, 1957, 
we, your Selectmen, feel we should add a few words that should be of 
interest to you. The year closed with a sizable overdraft in the Winter 
Roads Account, mostly due to the snow and ice of last February and 
March. Most all Towns and Cities as well as the State have had to 
contend with the same situation. We were able to meet the payrolls 
and felt it was better to do so, than call a special Town meeting and go 
to the extra expense of hiring the money. It seems to be the trend 
in most towns, with the increasing cost of roads and schools, for taxes 
to keep going up. We feel the voters of Mount Vernon should study the 
Warrant very thoroughly and try to keep the appropriations down as 
much as possible, as whatever you raise will have to be paid by you 
through taxes. In closing, we would like to commend the Tax Col- 
lector, Mrs. Hazel Wadleigh. This year was the largest commitment 
the town has ever had and 91.9°% of the commitment was collected.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 142, Chapter 91, 
Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the financial records of 
the Town of Mount Vernon have been audited for the year ended 
February 5, 1957. 

As required by Section 145, Chapter 91, Revised Statutes of 1954, 
one copy of this report has been forwarded to the State Department of 
Audit. 

The examination was made in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the National Committee on Governmental Accounting for a 
limited general audit. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
the preceding year and included all procedures considered necessary. 
Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the audit, the 
financial transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments, 

Exhibits and schedules, together with the accompanying comments, 
present the results of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF MOUNT VERNON 
FEBRUARY 2, 1956 TO FEBRUARY 5, 1957 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Mount Vernon 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 5, 1957. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, and the Town meeting 
records of the Town Clerk. 

An analysis of the year’s operations showed that expenditures 
exceed available funds by $2,312.44 (Exhibit D). Overdrafts and un- 


expended balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $4,076 31 
Unexpended Balances I 7040S 
Net Overdraft $2,312 44 


Overdrafts were noted in several operating accounts, particularly 
in the Winter Roads and Contingent Accounts. In this connection it 
is noted that the Town officers appear to lack authority to expend 
greater sums than those authorized by the townspeople except that in 
emergencies highway appropriations may be exceeded by fifteen per- 
cent. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
It is again recommended that the Town Treasurer 
should reconcile the bank statement at least monthly 
with the cash book, including the compilation of a 
list of outstanding checks. 


The Tax Collector should reconcile the tax accounts 
at least monthly, including the compilation of a list 
of outstanding taxes. 


Valuation records must contain an accurate description 
of each property assessed. 
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A trial balance of the general ledger would reveal 
posting errors when made so that they might be 
promptly corrected. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $369.12 was reconciled with the statement of 
the depository (Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date 
and the examination revealed an unidentified overage in the cash 
account of $2.17 (Exhibit C). Cash receipts and deposits and warrants 
and checks were compared on a monthly basis for the entire period. 


The current year’s tax assessment totaled $41,992.89, as compared 
with an assessment of $41,005.61 for the preceding year. Cash collec- 
tions for the current year totaled $38,573.31 or 91.994 of the commit- 
ment, as compared with a cash collection of 89.15°% for the preceding 
year. 

Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances shown 
on the records of the Selectmen. Letters of verification were utilized 
on a sample basis to determine their correctness at the year end.

Liabilities at the year end totaled $7,289.70, and consisted of the 
following:

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances totaled $1,203.43 at the year 
end represent principally education balances carried forward in com- 
pliance with Statutory requirement (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town at the audit date totaled 
$992.04, a decrease of $774.77 as compared with the preceding year 
(Exhibit C). This decrease was occasioned prinicipally be the excess 
of expenditure over available funds (Exhibit D). Complete detail ex- 
plaining the decrease in surplus is contained in Exhibit C. 
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TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 

Cemetery Trust Funds at the year end totaled $2,344.81, which 
were represented by time deposits. Principals amounted to $1,875.00 
while income totaled $469.81. There were no expenditures during the 
year. 

The Doctor Eugene Gilman fund is held in common trust by the 
New England Trust Company, Boston, Mass. Records made available 
for the audit indicate that the principal of the fund totals $8,996.74, 
while unexpended income at the year end totaled $1,231.99 (Schedule 
A-10). Income from this fund must be used to aid worthy poor of the 
Town of Mount Vernon. 

At the year end the school building fund amounted to $2,500.13, 
which was represented by a time deposit of $2,200.13, with the amount 
of $300.00 due from the general fund (Schedule A-11). As noted in 
previous audits, this amount due from general fund should be returned 
to the school building fund and invested as required by Statute. 


GENERAL 
The examination of the Town Clerk’s records revealed that the 
townspeople authorized the issuance of notes in the amount of $1,975.40 
for construction of the Whitten Bridge. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal control 
was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Available funds and expenditures were examined 
by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. 
Trust and Capital Reserve Fund transactions were reviewed and time 
deposits verified. Bonds and_ insurance coverage were reviewed. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Letters of verification were utilized 
on a sample basis to determine the correctness of taxes, tax liens and 
notes payable. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statement fairly present the financial position of the Town at February 
>, 1957, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing 


FOR THE TOWN OF MOUNT VERNON 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1956 


It seems probable that in annual public health nursing report the 
readers hope to find the answers to their local health needs. In turn, 
they need to know how the service functions and how it endeavors to 
meet these needs. If the people are to understand the program they 
should be informed regarding the duties of a pubilc health nurse, the 
needs of the community she serves, what has been accomplished and 
finally what is the future trend. 

First the public health nurse is one who shares in a program for 
the protection and prevention of the spread of communicable diseases, 
and which informs people regarding the best methods to attain good 
health standards. She is, however, only one member of a team in a 
health organization which has many resources such as clinic facilities, 
educational facilities, resource specialists and laboratory facilities. She is 
closely associated with doctors, institutions, afhliated agencies, teachers, 
local officials and finally those who are most concerned about their 
problems — the families. Her major function is to provide the families 
with information regarding resources and procedures which will help 
them solve individual health porblems. 

Each community differs somewhat as to its general needs. These 
needs are governed to a degree by circumstances. In one town an 
epidemic, such as typhoid may occur, in another several individuals may 
have been exposed to an active tuberculosis case and in still another 
area a flood may have occurred. The public health nurse participates in 
the activities of protection and prevention according to the individual 
community needs. Routinely child health conferences, school immuniza- 
tion clinics, home visits and fact finding activities are carried out. At 
this point clinical resources are most helpful. 
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We all realize that we are living in an ever changing world and 
from the health standpoint one of the most rapidly changing and _ pro- 
gressive programs is that of scientific research. One of the public 
health nurse’s functions is to keep abreast of these changes. At present 
the most important of these is the polio vaccination program which was 
made possible through the successful efforts in research by Dr. Salk 
from whom the vaccine received its name. 

Finally your own community is your concern. As is the case in 
every activity, first things come first. During the past year—and more— 
the major activity in any community has been the polio vaccination 
program. An intensive program was carried out this year in an effort to 
immunize children up to twenty years of age with two inoculations of 
polio vaccine. Maine statistics recently pointed out that only about 
forty-nine percent of this group has taken advantage of this. In 
general the school age group is the one which has benefited most in 
this program. The number of children in your community who received 
the two inoculations were one hundred and fifteen. This means then 
that we will continue with the polio vaccination program in 1957 and 
it is hoped that more children will be registered. Early this year the 
third or booster inoculation will be offered. 

The participation of the members of your community is greatly 
appreciated and it has been a pleasure working with them.

The following is a report of white pine blister rust control per- 
formed in your town in 1956. 


The program in the State of Maine is conducted by the U. S. 
Forest Service, Maine Forest Service, towns, cities and individuals 
cooperating. The disease occurs alternately on white pine and ribes, and 
is transmitted by wind-borne spores from one host to another. Control 
is established by destroying all currant and gooseberry bushes, called 
ribes, from pine areas and limited protection borders. This is done by 
hand eradication and the use of chemicals. 2,4, 5-T, a selective weed: 
killer, was used in most towns. 

Our records show that Mount Vernon has 3,200 acres of pine 
bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes from 7,780 acres 
to secure protection. 

The town appropriated $400.00, and during the control season 1,879 
ribes were destroyed on 3,175 acres, at a cost of $780.48 (Town $390.24, 
State $390.24). We are pleased to report that all work is completed 
that is necessary at this time, and that the entire control area is on a 
maintenance basis. No further control will be needed for several 
years, depending on the recurrence of ribes. Periodic examinations will 
be made to ascertain conditions. Recommendations will be made as 
further control is needed. 

Thank you for your good cooperation in combatting the disease.
